WMHE whole of the Western 
‘L--world -witl observe with 
‘satisfaction, and not a little 
relief, ‘President [Eisen- 
Hower'sa reactions to Senntor 
Taft's isolationist xpecch 
apropos Korea, The whole 
tenor of the Senator's 
remarks’ was out of tune, 
‘and no matter how much 
allowance’ is nade for Mr 
Taft's sense of “irritation 
and frustration”, his speech, 
remains an unworthy 
contribution to the Alled 
cause in its struggle against 
Communism, Fortunately 
Senator Taft's voice is not 
-that of the American 
people, President  Eisen- 
hower came much nearer te 
expressing popular senti- 
mont in the United States. 
One cannot, as he succintly 
declared, “go it ‘alone in 
one plaice.” Lf that step is 
tuken, then inevitably a 
country has to "go it alone” 
everywhere, The foundation 
of the association between 
the United. States and her 
friends is collective action 
baaed oon cxaential prin- 
ciples. No one member of 
the partnership can afford to 
“go it alone.” The -strength 
of the free world depends 
- entirely on ita unity and 
any apiritual or physical 
division endangers - the 
whole cause to which the 
democracies are pledged. 
Objectives do not change 
even though there’ may be 
differences of oplnion on 
how they” are to be best 
achioved. This. ila where 
Senator Taft has allowed 
himself to become confused, 


HERE has, undoubtedly, 
been ‘a variation of opinion 
between. London and 
Washington concerning the 
Korean truce negotiations, 

- but on neither side has there 
been oven tho faintest sug- 
gestion of sacrificing prin- 
ciples for expediency. Bri- 
tain hos a full right to ad- 
—-»-vanco-her-views.as-to-what 
she regards the best. and 
most effective way of 
resolving the truce talks 
deidlock, but because 
these might not run 
wholly parallel with those of 
her principal ally, does not 
justify the demand that the 
United States should aban- 
don the alliance and “go it 
alone.” All of the nations 
- Joined actively, together in 
Koren have one firm aim 
to bring the war to a satis- 
factory end. And if this can 
.be accomplished in the first 
‘ place’ through an armiatice 
it is proper'that the parti- 
cipants should freely ex- 
change views and proposals 
for . its accomplishment.

The report, which has: still to 
be confirmed,-added that the 
expedition. was returning to 
base for the time belng “beaten 
by conditions.” 

Earlier today, runners reach- 
ing here from Namche Bazar 
brought news dated May 22 
that British Camp Seven was 
established at 20,000 fect’ be- 
tween Everest and Lhotse on 
May 17 

On the ollqwing day Nornay 
left Camp Thice at the top of 
Teefall, 20,000. feet, to join in 
-the final assault and all porters 
in Camp Three were given ten 
‘days’ leave. They were due to 
return. there today in readiness 
for the climbers’ return to base 
Camp One on Khumbu glacier 
at the foot of -Iccfall. 

These arrangements show that 
Colonel Hunt, the leader, had 
anticipated that the party from 
Everest, ‘successful or other- 
wise, would refurn to base camp 
by the end of this month.

If these Agures are taken 
Uterally, synthetic rubber was 
being sold at a loss. 

The.kernel of-the matter is that 
some British rubber interests 
believe that If the synthetic price 
were restored to 26 cents per Ib., 
natural rubber would be able to 
compete on terms which would 
meet the need of many rubber 
estates, 

Now it is dangerous to be dog- 
matic about the costs and prices 
of Government-ownced. industrics. 
It Is much wiser to endorse. the 
recent injunction of Mr: John L. 
Collyer, President of the B, F, 
Goodrich Company: “Until the 
Government-owned facilltles are 
disposed of, maintain the selling 
prices of Government-produced 
tubber at levels which will re- 
cover full costs, and return a 
reasonnbie profit on the invested 
capital.” 


ROOM FOR BOTII 


This recommendation does not 
answer the question, what are 
full costs? They may now be 
icss than 23.9 cents, for generally 
speaking -alcchol-based rubber.is 
more costly than petroleum-based 
rubber, and the cost of alcohol 
has recently fallen. There are 
also suggestions that lately the 
American synthétice Industry has

In Greece 
New Law Drafted 


- Athens, “May 28, 

A new draft law concerning 
the Investment of foreign 
capital in Greece. Is now ro- 
ported to be ready faz approval 
by the Minister of Co-ordination 
on hia-rsturn ra n the Unites 
States.

|DEFRAUD HK ELECTRIC ~CO.

Electric Co., Ltd, to show ‘a lower reading over a 


months was described by Crown. Counsel before Judge W. A. 
the Victoria District Court this morning, wh 
charge of conspiracy to defraud. 
The accused were Wong 
Sai-kuén, 30, and Chan Kam-yee, 30, me 
Electric Company, and Tsui Tau-wan, 42, propri 
. Dressing Shop,-111 Des Voeux Road Central. 


First accused was represented 
by’ Mr Y..H. Chan, and the 
{hree meter readers by Mr J. M. 
a@Almoda Remedios, Fifth ac- 
cused was not represented. 

All five accused were charged 
with conspiring together on 
various’ dates belween Novem- 
ber, 1952, and April, 1953, to 
defraud the Hongkong Electric 
Company by breaking the scals 
of electric meters of certain 
consumers of electricity and re- 
setting the dial pointers of the 
meters to register a lower rcad- 
Ing of elcctricity units than hud 
in fact been: consumed and 
thereby depriving the Company 
of monics Wue. 

First accused was_ndditonally 
charged with possession of cight 
forged dies purporting to be 
genuine dics of the Hongkong 
Electric Company. 

He pleaded guilty to both 
counts against him, while the 
meter readers pleaded gullty to 
the conspiracy charge. Fifth 
accused denied the charge of 
éonsplracy, ' ° 

Mr G. R. Sneath, Crown 
Counsel, who prosecuted; asked 
for the case against fifth accused 
to be set aside while the Crown 
considered the position against 
him, ° ‘ 

Crown Council sald that Mr 

Caine, , of Johnson, Stokes 
and Master, would have pro- 
sccuted on behalf of the Hong- 
kong “Electric Company if the 
cause had been contested, He had 
obtained the permission - of the 
Attomey-Gencral to prosecute, 


SYSTEM EXPLAINED 


Detailing the system used in 
the conspiracy, Mr Sneath said 
that frst accused was an 
electrician who did various 
‘outside jobs while second, 
third and fourth accused were 
meter renders .employed by 
the Electric Company. One of 
the meter’ readers usually gp- 
proached a consumer who was 
told that he could have his 
-meter--—-reading —lessened -if_a 
certain sum per : month was 
paid, Agreement having been 
reached, first accused would 
then undertake the work, go to 
the given ‘ address, break open 
the .meter which involved 
breaking the seal, turn back 
the reading on. the dial, and 
then re-scal the meter with one 
of the forged dies so ag to mako 
it appear that the original sea’ 
had_ never. been touched. 

«Meter readings were usually 
taken from: the dials, and the 
seals. were never disturbed une 
less the meters’ were removed 
by the Company, Crown 
Counsel explained. . 

ie meter readers also su: 
p)ied first accused with what 
arc known as “pink slips,” 
which were. in fact complaint 
slips so that they could be pro- 
duced {ff he. were stopped while 
tampering with meters. 

First accused himself some- 
times approached consumers 
direct when he was engaged in 
a job of repair at an address, 
but in the majority of cases, the 
approach was first made by the 
meter. readers, sald Crown 
Counsel.

MITIGATION PLEA 


Pleading in mitigation, Mr 
Chan -gave - an-- outline - of-- first 
accused’s personal history. Born 
{n Hongkong, the accused had 
aged parents to support in 
addition to his wife, whom he 
married four years ago, but 
there were no children. He had 
been educated in various charit- 
able schools and when the 
Japanese occupied the Colony 
in 1941, he went to Free China 
and joined a Chinese Army unit 
known as the Overseas\ Chinese 
Service Group. He was given 
training os an aircraft mechanic, 
and in 1942 was sent by the 
Chinese Government to India to 
receive further training. When 
this had been completed, he. re- 
turned to Freo China and was 
posted to the Combined Amcri-:+ 
can. and Chinese Air Force 
where he served both as ground 
mechanic and on flying. missions. 

Mr Chan sald he thought he 
could say ‘the accused served 
his country well, At the end 
of the war, he returned to 
Hongkong In November, 1045; 
but was unnoble to find on open- 
ing whereby he could apply 
the knowledge he had ‘gained 
in the: war.” He thereupon took 
up work os an odd-Job clectric- | 
fan and carned , between $200 
and $300 a month which was 
barely sufficient to’ support his 
family, 

Mr Chan asked the Court to 
take’ into consideration the ac- 
cused'syouth, his—good record:
